Escanaba, Mich, May 10.~[{Special.}—An 
ocean of flame has swept over the northern 
peninsula, and Menominee, Oickinson, Deeba, 
Marquette, and Alger counties are vast areas 
been wiped out, and others partly burned. 

Four persons are known to be dead. From 
560 to 100 are missing. Hundreds of families 
are homeless. A dozen lumber towns have 
been swept out, and others partly burned. 

A stretch of territory over 250 miles in 
length, reaching from Newberry, in Luce 
county, on the ¢ast, to Bessemer, in Gogebic 
county, on the west, and north and south 
between the shore line of Lake Superior and 
the southern boundary of the upper penin- 
sula, has been dotted with forest fires since 
Thursday morning. 

Crossing the state Mne into Wisconsin the 
flames have swept as far south as Peshtigo 
and prvering a large part of Marinette coun- 


ty. 

| ‘Fires Are Less Furious. 

During the forenoon everything indicated 
that the gale would sweep its fires over the 
entire peninsula. At noon, however, the wind 
shifted and died down, and the fires are be- 
lieved now to he lese furious. At least they 
are not spreading. A renewal of the gale, 
however, would start the flames marching 
agéin. 

The four lives known to be lost were those 
of three children unidentified, \who became 
separated from their parents in Quinnisac.

Fires Smoldered for Weeks. 

Details are gradually coming tn about the 
fire.

Théere were thousands of fires in the 
underbrush, but as long as there were no 
high winds they were harmless. At 20’clock 
on Friday afternoon a high wind arose. It 
swept down from the west at the rate of 
forty miles an hour.. In two hours all the

Charge Arouses Audience, 


Mr. Soderstrom's charge, casting light on 
a vital weakness of the force, which is paid 
to enforce law and suppress crime of what- 
ever sort, stirred up a sensational interest 
among his auditors. ; 

The higher officers at Desplaines street, 
none of whom was mentioned in the charge, 
are Inspector Revere, Capt. Haines, and 
Lieuts. “ Mike” Madden, Dennis O'Conner, 
and Thomas Howard. 

As an evidence of the methods employed 
by Inspector Revere to enforce the law, it 
may be stated that he spent Thursday night 
from 7 p. m. to 12:30 a. m. in John Brod- 
erick’s saloon, playing cards, 


Police Should Be Watched. 


“We should have a society with a large. 


membership, paying dues in sufficient amount 
to hire‘an attorney, and, if need be, private 
detectives to watch the police,” declared Mr. 
Soderstrom. “I happen to know they will 
bear watching, as I have a friend who owns 
a building in the vicinity of Halsted and 
Madison streets, and an offer has been made 
to him through a sergeant on the police force 
to rent a room itn that same building for 
gambling purposes. 

“This sergeant, in company with the man 
who was to open the place, went to my friend 
and a high rent was offered. The sergeant 
declared it would be all right, and that pro- 
tection would be given the gambling house 
by the police.

In view thereof he deprecated 
English support of the constant corruption 
of their common language an4é wished Eng-

Loeffler Still the Concern’s Head. 

Mr. Loeffier’s knowledge of what he owns 
or does not own in the Wire company is sadly 
at variance with the records in the case. 
Tup TRIBUNE yesterday secured from a 
commercial agency a report on the Wire 
company, which shows that he is still presi- 
dent thereof and is still the largest owner 
of stock in the concern, and the letter head 
of the company at the time of these transac- 
tions bears his name as president. 

Brenner last night admitted that he had 
purchased $1,200 worth of Judge Chetlain’s 
paper with paper of his own, but declared 
it was solely as a business venture, and 
that he didn’t confer with Mr. Loeffler about 
it. He said when Silverston offered him a 
discount of 10 pet cent he didn’t believe the 
notes could be bona fide, and he not only 
called Judge Chetlain up by phone, but went 
in person to see him. Mr. Brenner could 
not exactly remember when the transaction 
was made, but thought it was about the 
time that Loeffler was to be tried. The notes, 
one for $700, the other for $500, have since 
been paid, with the exception of $300 stil! 
due on the larger one, and this is still under 
‘protest. | 


Had Confidence in Judge. 

“This man Silverston came to me and 
asked if I would buy some notes, I told him 
I was not in that business; that if they were. 
good, and I saw a ¢hance to make any money, 
I would consider it. inally he said they 
were Judge Chetlain’s and I could make 10 
per cent. Knowing the judge and his posi- 
tion, I felt there was no question but that he 
would pay the notes w..en they became cue; 
that I was not sure ..at the judge had made 
them out, so I went over to see him in his 
downtown office. He frankly admitted that 
they were his notes, and said to me: * Bren- 
ner, if you will discount these notes I will 
deem it a personal favor, as well as take 
them up promptly when they are due.’

“I recall that Kinney re- 
ported to me this transaction, He said that 
he had investigated the American Wire com- 
pany and had found it a reputable firm and 
good for many times the amount involved. 
He had therefore discounted the note without 
hesitation. A short time afterward the 
Rapid Transit company withdrew their ac- 
count.” 

Statement by McKeand. 


Silverston’s statement that Denison had 
Giscounted the second note of the Loeffler 
company amounting to $450 at the office of 
W. B. McKeand & Co., was emphatically de- 
nied by Mr. McKeand. McKeand ts treasurer 
of the Rapid Transit company, which now 
does its principal banking business with his 
firm. 

“I know that the firm never discounted any 
such note,”’ he said, ‘‘ The name of the Amer- 
ican Insulated Wire and Cable company 
geems familiar to me for some reason, though

Loeffler “Scared to Death.” 

Before the trial was over, however, Bren- 
ner, according to Silverston's statement, 
frequently visited the office of the Rapid 
Transit Stock Car company, and discussed 
the prospects of the company, and also the 
approaching tunnel] trial. 

Loeffler, according to Brenner, “ was in an 
awful nervous condition,”’ and he expressed 
his opinion that he could not possibly see 
how Chetlain could save him, and. that 
Billy Loeffler felt the same way himself. 
He said they were convinced “that if the 
case was given to the jury nothing in God's 
wide world could save Billy Loeffler from 
conviction, and the only hope was that 
on some technicality the case wou!d rest in 
Chetlain’s hands, and then Chetlain could 
show what sort of a fair chap he was.” 


Fully and Fairly Argued. 

“The case was fully and ably argued on 
both sides by eminent counsel,” said Judge 
Chetlain, “ang I was constrained to hold that 
the indictment was entirely insufficient to 
support a verdict, and in an extended opin- 
ion assigned reasons for my ruling, which 
was printed in all the legal journals, in order 
that the counsel and the attorneys at this bar 
and the public might fully understand the 
case and judge the soundness of the decision. 

“Had the defendants been indicted for 
falsification of a public record they would 
have been convicted, but, unfortunately, be- 
fore the matter had been brought to the 
attention of the state’s attorney, the statute 
of Hmitations had run against that offense, 
and the only thing the state's attorney could 
io was to indict them for forgery, as he did. 

“T have yet falled to hear a lawyer whose 
standing entitles him to recognition as au- 
thority disagree with my opinion in dis- 
sharging these men.

Note Bought by Constable. 

Another story told by Silverston, the mo- 
tive of which ts denounced by Judge Chet- 
lain is that one of Judge Chetlain’s notes 
was sold to Constable Herman ‘Kruckstein, 
connected with the court of Justice Severson, 
and that the’ constable bought this note 
while a case involving the title to the office 
he held was pending before the judge. It 
was asserted that there was to be a re- 
ciprocal favor in return for the purchase of 
the note. This is denied by the constable 
and denied by the judge. 

Kruckstein was prosecuted by Harry A. 
Lewis, county attorney. The information 
against him charged that he was holding his 
office unlawfully. Kruckstein’ maintained 
that his successor had not qualified and 
that, under the law, he was entitled to hold 
over until another election. The trial was 
set for July 25, but Kruckstein’s lawyer se- 
cured a continuance untill Aug. 21. When 
the case came up for hearing short argu- 
ments were made on both sides, with the re- 
sult the suit was dismissed. 

Kruckstein is a@ good witnese for Judge 
Chetfain. 

“The judge realized the delicacy of his 
position at the time my case came up before 
him for trial,"’ said he. ‘‘ Before he would 
consent to hear it, he announced in the pres- 
ence of County Attorney Lewis that he was 
under financial obligationstome. Lewis said 
that would not matter, and the trial went 
on. I won, because the merits of the case 
were on my side.” 


. Kruckstein Word Is Attested., 


Judge Chetiain last night confirmed what 
the constable said. “‘When the cdse was 
argued,”’ said he, “I did not know that 
Constable Kruckstein had bought one of my 
notes, but learning of that fact I declined 
to hear the case and render a decision and 
announced my reasons in open court in the 
presence of the county attorney and the at- 
torney for Kruckstein. It was, in fact, not 
a contested case, and I rendered a deci- 
sion, at the request of both sides, after they 
both knew of the note transaction.”’ 

In reference to his purchase of Judge Chet- 
lain’s note Kruckstein said: : 

“Attorney Schulze came to me and told 
me I could make some money by discounting 
the judge’s note. I had done the same thing 
dozens of times before for other prominent 
men and I thought there was nothing wrong 
in this instance. I did not consult Judge 
Chetiain about the transaction at all. I 
thought his name was good enough and never 
questioned the proposition. 

“ The money was paid to Attorney Schulze. 
I handed him $450, thus making $50 for my- 
self out of the deal. Later I discovered that 
John Curtis was mixed up in the business 
and I became suspicious. I knew Curtis 
slightly and I did not consider him exactly 
reliable. My apprehensions were unfound- 
ed, however, for when the note fell due I

Seven Notes Bought by Lawyer. 
Further revelations of the extent to which 
the Chetlain notes are in circulation among 
lawyers and loan agents were made yester- 
day by H. Carl Ellis, attorney, at room 3% 
Metropolitan block, and Herbert Hammond, 
a loan agent on the sixth floor of the First 


National Bank building. Hammond told of | 


unsuccessful attempts to collect a note for 
$500 signed by the judge, and Mr. Ellis re- 
luctantly admitted he had disposed of a Chet- 
lain note to another attorney. 

Mr. Ellis said he had purchased seven Chet- 
lain notes which came through Denison and 
Curtis. They were not indorsed. The amounts 
averaged $500. 


Purchases Made in Good Faith. 

“TI bought them in good faith,” sald Mr. 
Ellis. ‘‘ Three of them were paid by Judge 
Chetlain, to my certain knowledge. I am not 
sure but what two others were paid after I 
had disposed of them. It ia true that one of 
them is in the possession of an attorney, but 
it would be a breach of good faith to give his 
name. If any of the lawyers who handled the 
notes had litigation before Judge Chetilain I 
do not know about it. The four notes, witha 
single exception, remained in the possession 
of the lawyers for a short time. At this 
moment I cannot tell just where the notes 
are held.” 


“Usurers from the Word Go.” 

“Tl and my family are usurers from the 
word go,”’ was Hammond’s frank declaration 
when asked about the Chetlain notes, “I 
don’t worry about this legislation at Spring- 
field, There are 1,000 borrowers to one lender, 
and I don’t see why a man should be asked. 
to risk his money for nothing. 

‘“‘A man whose name I will not give asked 
me some time ago to lend Judge Chetlain $500 
on anote. He told me the judge had a house 
worth $20,000 and was fully responsible. 
After inquiry at a bank I decided that no 
matter how good Judge Chetlain’s name 
might be I wanted something more substan- 
tial. I knew Judge Chetlain’s friend was 
good for the money and I told him I would 
Jend the money to Judge Chetlain if he would 
indorse the note. He was taken back by the 
proposition at first, but finally gave his in- 
dorsement. | 

“After the note had run awhile Judge 
Chetilain cut it down $100. Then I could get 
no satisfaction from him fora longtime. I 
wrote letter after letter. Finally I sent the 
judge a registered letter and got an acknowl- 
edgment through the mails. As the matter 
now stands I shall expect the man who in- 
dorsed the note to stand good if the judge 
cannot pay It." 


Wants Lien on Judge’s Salary. 

Nicholas Valerius, 77 Jackson boulevard, 
reputed to be the most extensive loan oper- 
ator in Chicago, talked of his suits against 
Judge Chetlain for amounts overdue on. 
notes aggregating $1,185, and declared that 
he would consider it a good proposition if the 
judge would assign his salary in considera- 
tion of his taking up all the other outstand- 
ing notes. 

“The judge gets a good salary, and he 
couNMl pay up everything in a few years,”’ 
said Valerius, who is plump and amiable to 
visitors. “I don’t think the existence of the 
present suits would worry me. I have in- 
structed my attorney to get themoney. That 
is what I keep an attorney for.” 

Valerius said he had been grievously 
wronged by the appellation of “‘ loan shark.”’ 


i He said he preferred being called the man- 


ager of an amusement park. He was asked 
if he had ever done business under the name 
of *“* Anderson.” 

“Why, what if I have?” he asked itn 
surprise. “I can use what names 1 want to 
in business, can’t I? I have been running a 
bank in this town for about fourteen years, 
but you are not likely to find anybody that 
knows about it.’’ 


Woman Sues Denison and Curtis. 
Mrs. William Wright, 3606 Lake avenue, 
another victim of Denison's and Curtis’ op- 
erations, filed two suits against them in the 
Circuit court yesterday. The suits are for 
$2,500 and $3,000. No declaration was filed. 
and Attorney Amos said the suits wera 
brought only in order to get service on Deni- 
gon and Curtis.

He 
said he had been a witness before the grand 
jury when Curtis was indicted with Edward 
Hardy about six years ago on the charge of 
conspiring to operate a confidence game. 
According to Bilversten’s statement, Mr. 
Brillow was fleeced out of $1,500 in a fake 
faro game operated by, Curtis and Hardy, 
but Mr. Brillow said the man who really lost 
the money is C. A. Gilbert of Indianapolis, 
a friend. ' 

“Mr. Gilbert was the principal witness 
before the grand jury,” said Mr. Brillow. 
“IT testified, too, and indictments were re- 
turned against the men. A deputy sheriff 
named McNichol signed a straw bond for 
Hardy. Hardy jumpéd the straw bail and 
fied, For that reazom the case has never 
come to trial. 


How Burko Game Was Worked. 


“With Hardy and confederates Curtis 
fitted up rooms in the Majestic hotel and in 


a fine flat buliding: on Wabash avenue, near’ 


Twenty-eighth street. 

“The walls were hung with costly silk 
hangings and the floors were covered with 
beautiful oriental rugs. A liveried lackey 
met ‘guests’ at the door. The whole ar- 
rangement was calculated to impress the 
visitor with the exclusive character of the 
place. 

“ The visitor was quietly informed by Cur- 
tis and Hardy that wealthy men were behind 
the ‘ faro game,’ and t..at they had just made 
big winnings. According to Curtis, the 
dealer was ‘sore’ because he wasn’t getting 
enough profit, and it had been ‘ fixed’ with 
him to make a big run on the bank. In 
reality there was no faro outfit there, but a 
heap of money was visible in a table drawer 
that was left open with apparent careless- 
ness. 

“If the dealer, who always was a confed- 
erate, happened to be older than Curtis, Cur- 
tis would jovially remark that ‘ he made love 
to my mother,’ or if the dealer was younger 
than Curtis, Curtis would say, ‘ I trotted him 
on my knee wheh he was in knickerbockers.’ 
All of which was supposed to put the guest 
at ease. 


Heartless Treatment of Dupes. 

“It the guest didn’t happen to have any 
money, but held a ‘position of trust, Curtis 
would say: 

“*Just take $25,000 of that money that 
passes through your hands every day. You 
can win $200,000 in a night and pay it back the 
next day.’ 

“One of my friends was asked to betray 
his trust in that manner, but he refused, 
The final fleecing of the ‘ guest’ was usually 
accomplished at Louisville, Ky., where the 
game ‘terminated.’ After the unfortunate 
man’s pockets had been emptied Curtis and 
his confederates would jovially say: 

“* Well, you've been stung, young man. 
Now, if you're wise and want some money 
just persuade some of your moneyed friends 
to come to us. We'll make you a fair split.’ 

* Of course any man with a sense of honor 
would not think of accepting such a propost- 
tion. If the fleeced one wanted money Cur- 
tis and Hardy would tell him to ‘soak his 
shirt.’ 


Col. F. 0. Lowden a Victim. 

“One of the most daring schemes of Curtis 
ané his' crowd was launched in 1902. This 
was the Adamson Manufacturing company, 
organized under the lawe of West Virginia 
and capitalized at $275,000. Curtis bled the 
investors in this scheme for nearly $100,000. 

“ Curtis claimed to have a patent on a ma- 
chine which could produce sirup and mo- 
lasses and sugar out of sorghum, which is 
raised cheaply in Karieas, but which no one 
had been able to convert to the uses which 
this wonderful discovery promised. 

He aimed high for his victims, two of them 
being Col. Frank ©. Lowden and his law 
partner, H. J. Davis. Col. Lowden was a 
silent director in the concern, Mr. Davis was 
secretary, and R. L. Foote president. Col. 
Lowden is said to have lost several thousand 
dollars.

peated a dozen times without arousing him. 

The physicians now are convinced that all 
efforts to arouse Schnable are useless, and 
that his death is only a matter of how long 
he will be able to subsist on the liquid nour- 
ishment administered once a day.

Admit Paying Commissions. 


In this case the railroads admitted that 
they had paid commissions to agents of the 
Milwaukee Refrigerator Transit company, 
which is nothing more than a line of re- 
frigerator cars owned by the same interests 
which own the Pabst brewery. These cars 
are used mainly for the transportation of the 
product of the brewertes, and it is claimed 
by the government that for the company or 
its agents to receive a commission amounts’ 
to nothing more than a rebate to the brewing 
company. 

‘The defendants | to this sult, besides the re- 
frigerator car company and the brewery, are 
the Pére Marquette railroad company, the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas railroad com- 
pany, the Erie railroad, the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific, the St. Louls and San 
Francisco railroad, the Wisconsin Central 
railroad, and the Chicago and Alton. 

The railroads are extremely anxious over 


‘the outcome of this suit, fearing that an ad- 


verse decision will put a ston.to the practice 
of paying commissions, by which means the 
ratiroads have been able to control a large 
amount of valuable traffic. 


Asks Court to Limit Decision. 


Attorney Ralph M. Shaw, representing the 
Rock Island and the Alton roads, in his 
argument asked the court not to embody 
anything in its decision which will prevent 
the railroads from paying commissions to 
persons who in good faith secure business 
for them. 

“tt is worth a great deal to a carrier com- 
pany,’ he said, “ to receive shipments which 
might otherwise go to another road. Often 
a man can be found who by virtue of his 

‘pull’ with ome or more corporations or by 
other means is able to turn over to a certain 
railroad a large amount of business. I ask 
the court, therefore, to embody in the deci- 
sion in this case no provision against the . 
payment of legitimate commissions by rail- | 
road companies to such persons.’

ORY OF “HOLDUP uP.” 


He. Declares Legislators Try to 
Squeeze Insurance Compa- 
nies for Large noes . 


Washington, D. C., May 19.—“ Iam willing 
to go on record that even the $1,000,000 which 
was spent by President McCall, under the 
auspices of “ Andy " Hamilton, was justifia- 
ble. And I further say it has not only saved 


millions of dollars to the policy holders of that. 
company, but millions of dollars to the pol- 


icy holders of other companies.” 

The house committee on the judiciary lis- 
tened to this statement today. It was made 
by Max Cohen, publisher of an insurance 


paper in this city. The committee was con- 


sidering. the Ames insurance bill for the reg- 
ulation of insurance in the District of sis 
lumbia. 

Mr. Cohen made the further assertion that 
the entire amount of the alleged ‘‘ graft,” 
which the Armstrong committee discovered, 
was not a tithe of the tax levied upon policy 
holders by the states. He justified the means 
which had been émployed by the officers of 
companies | to prevent state nemation of the 
“hold up” character. 

( Says Companies Are “Held Up.” 

Officers of companies had taxed its policy 
holders for funds to prevent legislation to 
an extent not greater than from 25 to 40 cents 
on the individual, he said, while exactions by 
states had amounted to all the way from 
$5 to $20 per policy holder. Pepnsylvania, 
at one time, he suid, had a law in force which 
exacted 10 per cent of the benefit of a policy; 
Ohio now has a law which takes 8 per cent 
of this benefit. There were a hundred other 
‘Uttle items in the way of fees and penalties 
through which the state obtains the monev 
of the pol holder, he continued., 

Then, he said, there was a tendency on the 
Part of state legislators to “hold up” the 
insurance companies ——e they endgavored 
to block such legislation

Michigan came back into itsown asa track 
leader yesterday. Its athletes. rounded into 
the season’s best form, put the wearers of the 
maroon to rout at Marshall fleld by the deci- 
sive vote of 70% to 46%, while hundreds of 
Wolverine students and alumni sat, summer 
clad and shivering, In the face of a wind that 
biew directly across the lake from the Michi- 
gan shore. 

Chicago’s team, outclassed as a dual meet 
squad, fought with the grim determination 
characteristic of the Midway school, and 
turned the tables in many events where th 
athletes of the maize. and blue were wont 
to be strongest. But Chicago did not possess. 
the necessary trim balance, and its stars 
were too few to cope with those of Ann Ar- 
bor, and Stagg was forced to bow to Fitz- . 
patrick. 

Michigan’s superiority was marked. Nine 
firsts, as many seconds, and seven thirds, in 
short, was the count of Capt. Ramey and his 
teammates. Chicago took only five firsts, 
five seconds, and six thirds. The capitulation 
was complete, and the Wolverines rejoiced 
hilariously as they left the field, singing the 
maize and the blue songs all the way to the 


hotel. | 
Cold Wave a Handicap. 


Work in nearly every event was handi- 
capped by the cold wave. Stage’s men, as 
well as Fitzpatrick's, felt the chilling breezes 
and in few events were marks registered 
that came up to the expectations of either 
leader. In several events extraordinarily 
poor records were made. The 100 was slow. 
The mile slower, and the two, the slowest.

For 
Chicago Parry did the best individual work, 
with nine points. first in the hammer, second 
in the discus. and third in the shot put. 


First Blood for Michigan. 


First blood came Michigan's way in one of 
the biggest surprises of the meet. Garrels, 
making his début as a high hurdier, ranaway 
from the field in the high barriers event, 
putting to rout Steffen, the maroon star, In 
easy fashion. A margin of at least five yards 
separated the two,while midway behind them 
came Hodgen, an underrated Wolverine, who 
had been quite forgotten since his perform- 
ance in the conference meet last time. Stef- 
fen was in bad form, brushing over every 
barrier but the last two, and lacking a finish. 
The time, :16%, was the slowest the event has 
been run on Marshall field by collegians in 
nine years. 

Michigan’s great trio of milers had things 
their own way in their special event. The 
finish was Rowe, Coe, and Maloney, allina 
row.

When a young girl, I well remember seeing an election mob come 
surging along the High street of Christchurch, the policemen riding to 
‘and fro trying to disperse them, while women and children sought 
refuge in the nearest shops. The first election day after the new 
act presented a transformation scene. It was kept a8 a genera! hoil- 
day and fortunately the day was bright. Families and friends went 
together to the schoolrooms and to local postoffices-——fathers, mothers, 
@aughters, and sons, and often little children with them, in their best 
attire, all cheerful and eagerly interested. Rowdyism completely disap- 
pearéd from that date forward on the day itself, and now when it 
shows at all it is at night, when women are no longer abroad.

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N the cry of the deserted children is to be 
found the true race suicide. This is the 
sentiment voiced by many of the promi- 
nent charity workers ef Chicago, and. it 
is a position that is Ifberally strengthened 
by every bulletin of the philanthropic 


statistician. 


According to the most accurate sum- 


ging up that can be made from reports 
separating deserted children from those with which the 
charity worker has to deal in other ways, there are 56,000 
children deserted either temporarily or permanently in 
Chicago every year. According to the same reports and 
the estimate of a prominent judge in the Juvenile court, 
there has been no time in the last ten years when the 
number has been less, so that during that time the ery 
of 60,000 deserted children has mixed with ali the other 
eries of Chicago. 

This does not mean that there have been that many 
iiegitimate little ones, as might be guessed by the one 
who associates a deserted child with a foundling. The 
law has the illegitimate mother practically if not ab- 
solutely under control. It has never let her estape 
Since the days of Tess of the D'Urbervilles. Philan- 
-thropy has also at last helped her to help herself to 
the extent that. so far as she comes under-the obseryva- 


tien of charity, according to the statistics again, she

began to make a feeble first attempt to tighten upon 


him. The new law providing for arrests upon the charge 
of “contributing to dependency and delinquency” starts 
a particular stream of profanity on his part. 

“Y will.kill anybody who ever dares to have me up,” 
are the words.with which. the father of the slums asks 
a blessing on his eVening mé@al, as he lays down the 
paper in which he has been reading of some neighbor who 
has been called into the Juvenile court. 

“My husband would kill me if he knew I informed 
on him,” is the common remark of the women who come 
into the substations. “Of course he would kill us,” says 
another. “Did you not read the other day in the paper 
of the man who killed his wife and then killed himseif? 
That was over our way. {t was because she had threat- 
ened to report him to the officer.” 

One does not have to go into the slums to see that 
the wife of the typical family deserter is pitifully afraid 
of the man who owns her. There came into the Home 
for the Friendless the other day a pleasant eyed, sensi- 
tive faced girl, with the hollow cheeks showing the lack 
of dentistry with which the women of the poor always 

proclaim their maternity. She had been in the home 
a few days only, and with her were Josie, and Bessie, 
and Emma, and Annie, and the baby. They had come 
over all the way from the west side on the night of 
March 18, when the thermometer had gone nearly down 
to zero. It wasn’t because they were so poor, for “he” 
had always made good wages and Lena had never been 
obliged to ask for qharity.

5,000 Children Deseited E very Year.: 

rhe children who are acwally and wilifully deserted 
are not separated from other dependent ehildren by the 
child: saving societies, either in the vee made to care 
for them or in all cases even statistically 

‘Of the cases of temporary desertion as they affect 
children the county agent's office has kept accurate ac- 
coum. Of mothers with from one to seven children 939 
were helped last.year because the fathers had deserted. 
At the low estimate of three to a family. as an average, 
the number of children deserted temporarily at least 
which came under the head of this one relief society — 
is 2,817. 

‘The parallel eases of the Reliéf and Aid society, 
the Jewish, the German, and St. Vineent de Paul will 
bring it up approximately to 5,000. Of those of the 
county only 502 were placed as dependent wards in pub- 
lic institutions, which indicates that at least half of the 
temporary desertions are over and above-—and in no 
sense conflicting with the children in the orphanages. 

“Roughly speaking, there are 4,000 children in the 
orphanages,” said vudge Hurley. “That half of them 
ate there from one kind of Genertion or another & is 
perfectly safe to say.” 

But half of 4,000 does not cover the number of these 
pitifully deserted little ones. It is the aim of the inati- 
tutions to keep a child only a year. From then, if its 
home is not reéstablished, the aim is to have it adopted 
into; another one. The population in thé institation 
changes during the year enough so that the 4,000 be- 
comes 6,000. It is half of this last number from whem 
is heard the cry of the deserted children. Besides, there 
are the temporary desertions, which some authorities be- 
lieve to be nearer 6,000 than 3,000.

Finding Homes for Orphans. 

Of the chances for happiness of these little ones. 
a whole view is summed up by Miss Babbitt, which 
makes it only a matter of calculation of the children’s 
ages, “When a woman comes to me to adopt a child,” 
she says, “I wait for just one thing, and then I know 
just what kind of people they are. and what kind of a 
home that child is going into. If she says the child must 
be 6 years old or less, I-kKnow it is wanted because there 
is love in that home ready for a little child. But when 
she asks for a ehild of $9 or 10 I know that the growing 
scarcity of servants has made it seem expedient to bring 
up a girl, so that after awhile she will be there to help. 
For this reason, if possible, no child ever ought to be 
kept in an institution after & ie 6, as from then on it 
has lost its chanees of being wanted solely fer love.” 

The chances for the health of these little wards fs 
shown by the number of children constantly being oper- 
ated upon surgically, or treated for malnutrition, before, 
as Dr. Hart of the Child Placing Society says, “they are 
fit ta be sent into first class homes.” What the perma- 
nent results will be, he says. will remain for the future 
and the intelligence of the home they get toe bring out, 
always first supposing that they are given the chance of 
treatment and good placing, by the respenge to the ever- 
lasting demand of “Give, Give, Give.” It te this demand

OBSIBLY it wouldn't be the worst trade 
in the world if the matters of hours, 
, @alary, and. ¢hances for employment 
were to be considered as offsetting the 

‘ things that go to make an occupation 
unpleasant. The pay sometimes runs as high 
as $100 a week The hours ruh on an average 
eight and one-half a day. The trade is so 
far from overcrowded that every competent 
anan in it ts _ knewn to practically every em- 
ployer in the country. Every man in it is so 
sure of work, if he stays in the localities 
where hig trade is of use, that life is to him 
one grand, sweet song of employers trying to 
hire him from each ‘other. The dethand al- 
ways exceéds the supply. And employers 
treat their men as considerately as they do 
customers, 

BUT—it is the worst trade in the world, 
juaet the same. The favorable things men- 
tioned do not compensate for the unfavorable 
features of the work. The economic condi- 
tions of the workers in it as a class may 
properly be considered as near to the ideal 
as this mundarle sphere offers to any wage 
earners. But the actual work that the men 
engaged in this trade do is so dirty, 80 foul, 
so unwholesome, and so generally repulsive 
to the normal human being that it merits 
the title that knowing ones bestow upon it; 
The worst in the world. 

The trade is that of the wall paper color 
mixer. 

Workers in inks, ink compoégitions, paints, 
leads, and colors of any Kind are “up 
against it” in the matter of 5 alse unpleas- 
ant work

Still, a man may have imagination and 
courage, and all the other gifts or qualities 
guaranteed to agsure success, and yet miss 
it, One niay marsha) ali the various compor 
nents neceseary for the mysterious com- 
pound, yet it obstinately may refuse to re- 
sult; just as two men may take materials 
and tools of the game kind, and the one turn 
out a product corréet to a fraction, and the 
other-make-a dismel-falilure by many places 
of decimals. There must have been some- 
thing in the blending, or sleight of hand, some 
knack of which the successful man probably 
is as un¢onscious as the unsuccessful. Of 


course there must, and alas! it is just that’

However, whatever may be the qualities 
Lecésdary to command success, and whatever 
may be the secret of their combination, there 
certainly is one quality that the would-be suc- 
cessful will do well to cultivate, I might cali 
it an optimistic fatalism.

Boy Fitted to Be StoreKeeper. 

The boy best fitted to be a good storekeeper 
shows, even at an early age, a natural trading 
propensity. The sharp boy is likely to fail. 
No matter how much dishonesty pays, or 
geems to pay, tn general business, it is essen- 
tial that the storekeeper be honest. The cus- 
tomer he makcs today is the customer he has 
w. The bulk of his trade is perma- 
nent and got transient. Sharp practice of 
any kind, although it may pay under certain 
Intge cityY conditions, is sure to be fatal to 
the success of local storekeepipg. The store- 
keeper comes in direct contact with most of 
hie customers. He knows them socially as 
well as in a business Way. His personality 
counts as much as does hig atore. He is part 
of thé goods he sells, anid he must keep him- 
self, as well a» his goods, in good condition. 

A t6mmon BChoo! education is essential, and 
the boy should graduate from a high Sieur 
if possible.

Girl Milliners Make Hats of 
Chiffon at $1.50 the Dozen.

HE woman who covérs for herself a 
wire hat framé with carefully shirred 
chiffon underneath, and sews a spiral 
“fat” of straw to put over the top, 
usually draws a breath of relief when 

she is through and feels that she has accom- 
plished a good afternoon’s—if not an all day's 
~—Jjob. 

That she thinks so is because she does not 
know anything about mechanical millinery. 

Mechanical millinery, beginning with the 
“ready to wear” hat, descends the scale to 
the flower trimmed chiffon chapeaus, which 
are furnished by mail order houses in hun- 
dreds of dosens. What it offers to the wage 
earnér,. with good luck and a place where 
the help is treated generously, is that hats 
like the one described are paid for at the 
rate of $1.50 a dozen.

‘Oae ie the best instances of a man who hes 1 


an inward vision to supplement the outward 
sense of sight is Charles Louis Tiffany. When 
one seans thie advertisement “ Tiffany & Co., 
diamond and gem merchants, importers, 
ete.,” one is apt to picture the founder of 
this firm as.born with a golden spoon stiud- 
ded with diamonds and rubies, or something 
of that sort. He, however, was of far more 
plebeian origin, for his father, Comfort Tit- 
fany, was a pioneer in practically a new in- 
dustry of cotton goods. When Charlies was a 
lad of 15, hie father opened up a country 


store, while his new cotton mill was being ~ 
built, and put Bim im charge, Here he re- 


ceived his first 1ess lessons, and for the 
next ten years, except a year or 80 spent at 
school, he was in the employ of his father, 
either at the store or the cotton factory.. His 
pay was small, and at 25 he had no capital, 
in this respect resembling many a young man 
of the presentday. . 

Charles, however, had as an: unlisted. as- 
set a little winged goddess, “‘ Chance;’”’ bus- 
sing in his brain, whom he now saw rubbing 
her wings, examining her antennee and then 
fiying to New York City. Charles followedin 


her wake. He domesticated the “ winged . | 


Chance "’ by prosaically borrowing $500 from 
hig father and pooling his resources with an 
equal sum of a friend, John B. Young. Wéith 
thie modest capital the firm of Tiffany & 
Young was started at 259 Broadway, opposite 
City Hall park, in what was once the parlor 
of @ dwelling house, with 4 young merchant, 
Alexander T. Stewart, ae a near neighbor. 


Start as Cul’ Sellers, 


Fifteen feet frontage Is not a large space 
for the display of merchandise, but these two 
young merchants found it plenty. large 
enough for their stock of Chinese and Japan- 
ese curios and notions. Times in New York 
in that year of 1887 were far from prosper- 
ous, and most people. hesitated to embark 
in business when they saw the fortunes of 
old concerne submerged. These folk acoffed 
at the thought of any one making money 
from Japanese umbrellas and satsumas way 
up on Broadway at that. But these people 
knew no more about hunting and capturing 
a whimsical goddess “Chance ’’ than most 
people know how to distinguish a motionless 
partridge from the brown leaves about it, 
which a hunter’s eye can pick out in a mo- 
ment. 

The total amount of aaa taken in for the 
first three days was $4.96, but the opening 
day was not in vain. Soon customers came, 
saw, and bought. The public taste was hit, 
for Tiffany & Young had not brought coals 
to Newcastle. The store was unique, the 
first of ite kind, and every novelty therein 
displayed had an intrinsic value and merit. 
The receipts for the day preceding Christmas 
amounted to $236, and the day before New 
Year’s brought them $675. 

Bohemian glassware and Sévres and Dres- 
den. potteries were added, and 1840 found 
them in more spacious quarters.| Now gold 
and silver ware and the better kinds of in- 
expensive jewelry were imported, and with 
the coming years gems of priceless value were 
added. When the lean years of a stringency 
in the money market came to France.in 1848, 
jewele of the rich were readily exchanged 
for money. The supply of.jewels: brought 
down their price 60 per cent,. and so great 
was the panic and the demoralization of 
trade that European buyers feared to invest 
in such a falling market.

Charles Louis Tiffany saw his chance. The 
European buyers’ eyes were holden. Tiffany 
seized upon the glorivus opportuLity before

property of Tiffany & Co.

‘ One Mystery of the Business, 

In the three score years that I have been 
turning billiard balls I have turned most of 
the sets used in the great matches in this 
country. I have been a student: of ivory at 
the same time, and after a lifetime working 
in the substance I can say that the greatest 
thing I have learned of the material is that 
ite one mystery I know nothing about—that 
is: that one ball out of three, and probably 
the most nearly perfect of them, should split

My first set of four billiard balls turned 
out for sale brought $9; I paid $4 for the four 
blocks and g6t'§5 for my Work.

| From the moment that we landed Mr. Brewster of 
Connecticut attracted more attention than any other per 
son in the party. Four guides laid hold ef him at ‘di 
same moment, and declined to let’ go. Later on, in the 
bazaar, every dealer who sighted him gave a glad gut- 
tural cry and tried to drag him into one of the stuffy little 
shops. The arrival of an ordinary tourist is calculated 
to agitate a bazaar, but when Mr. Brewster appeared the 
eyes general effect was the same as when the raw meat is car- 
ried into the zoo.

aged our traveling companion. He said it was 
foolish to waste important dialogue on a lot of benighted 
ignormi who did not know their own language. 

As a matter of fact, English carries the tourist every- 
where in Egypt. The American mission school, sup- 
ported by the Presbyterians, is a proud ‘local institution 
in each good sized town. Att every landing along the 
river small boys from the mission schools would come 
down to the boat to ask for English books. These re- 
quests were such a welcome variation from the everlast- 
ing how! for * baksheesh *’ that the overgenerous passen- 

gers soon gave away all the reading matter on board and 
Ca nothing left for themselves except Baedekers and 
time tables. I saw a silver haired old lady from Phila- 
delphia give to a coal black and half naked child of 8 a 
volume of Browning's poems in paper cover. The dusky 
infant clasped the book to his bare bosom and shouted 
his thanks as the boat headed upstream, and the old lady 
was so gratified and happy that she stood looking at 


him with tear dimmed eyes and never gave a thought as to 


what might happen to his intellect. At one town, just as 
we were casting off, | threw an American magazine to 
a handsome little tke who had been asking for English 
literature. It fell on the dock and twenty small boys 
began fighting for it and tearing it to pieces. I never 
saw such a thirst for advertising matter. 

Our voyage from Cairo to Luxor was punctuated 
with $o many new experiences that possibly it would be 
better to take them in order. Egypt is the land of leis- 
urely travel. If you look at the map the distance from 
Cairo to Luxor seems only a good hop, skip, and jump. 
It is 458 miles by rail and the lightning express does it 
in fifteen hours, the same being considered a record per- 
formance. Our boat left Cairo one Friday afternoon 
and arrived at Luxor the following Thursday morning. 
We chugged slowly against the current all the way, tying 
up every night and getting away before daybreak next 
morning. Several times we changed pilots. The Nile 
pilot is usually a grizzled old sheikh with the doubtful 
combination of a department store spring overcoat and a 
red fez. He stands at the wheel bossing the crew while 
the ostensible captain or manager, who is a budding 
E.uropean in a neat uniform, has nothing much to do 
except circulate on the upper deck and pour tea for a 
little cluster of intellectual giantesses from England. Two 
sailors stand well forward on the lower deck, one on 


Sunday. —Arriving at 
Beni Hassan at 10 o'clock, | 
we went ashore and climbed 
on midget donkeys and rode 
away to explore the rock 
tombs. Beni Hassan has ° 
been for several centuries 
the home of an obstreperous 
breed of cutthroats. Re- 
peated attempts have been 
made to exterminate or scat- 
ter the tribe, but it is still 
in existence, although sonte- 
what subdued. The gov- 
ernment keeps a guard of 
soldiers at the town and 
when we danded we found 
ourselves surrounded by the 
military, while the natives 
stood back of the dead line 
and gazed at us hungrily. 
There we began to get close 
glimpses of the domestic 
life of the plain people. A 
mud wall inclosure with a 
hut at one end. 

Within this squalid 
pen women in_bedraggled 
black’ gowns, children in 
semi-attire and closely at- 
tended by swarms of flies, 
two or three emaciated 
goats, a few chickens, and 
a somnolent burro. At 
present the live stock and 
the E.gyptians live on terms 
of democratic equality, but 


since the English have in- 

troduced the Society for the 

Prevention of Cruelty to 

Animals it is hoped that the situation will be remedied. 
On Monday at 2 o'clock we landed at Assiut, after 


assing through the locks of the first big barrage or dam’ 


it under British direction and intended to regulate the 
water level of the lower Nile and the delta during the 
dry season. Assiut is a big town with some showy build- 
ings, an attractive bazaar, and a guide who represents 
the’ thirty-third degree of scoundrelism. His name is 
If you should visit Assiut and wish to become 
acquainted with the pink and flower of villainy, hunt up 
Hassim. Perhaps it will be unnecéssary to hunt him up. 
He will be waiting for you, just as he was waiting for us. 
When we went ashore we were attacked by a flying 
wedge of donkey boys and carriage drivers, all shriek- 
ing like demons and kicking up such clouds of dust as can 
be found only m a country where the showers are a cen- 
tury apart. By striking out right and left we held off 
our assailants and succeeded in boarding a rickety vic- 
toria. When we escaped from the clamor and the 
clouds of dust and took our bearings Hassim was on 
the box alongside of the driver. He had attached himself 
to us on his own invitation and we are glad that he did 
so,.for he proved to be a rascal of such inventive fancy 
and such unusual methods of attack that our natural 
resentment was fairly lost in admiration. He was tall 
and lean, with a stern and military countenance and one 
eye set at an angle. He was in absolute charge of the 
ition from the moment he fastened himself upon us.

: Although our voyage lasted five full days, we went ashore 
only three times. As I have already explained, the trav- 
eler need not leave the Nile steamer in order to see nearly 
everything that is happening in Egypt. Leaving Cairo 
late on Friday roe gsr we made two stops on Saturday 
to discharge freight and take on ‘natives. Many of the 
women came on board closely veiled and were at once 
secreted in a canvas compartment on the lower deck. 
These precautions seemed to be needless. Two adjectives 
will best describe the pride of the harem—shabby and 
flabby. Unless you wish to lose all enthusiasm for the 
Arabian Nights, keep away from Egypt.

Churches Are Strenuous and Aggressive. 

All is not peace in the churches themselves. So 
intense ts the religious feeling of the district that 
friction even between priest and congregation, or be- 
tween two factions of a church, is inevitable. Once 
a dividing line is established and the next act in the 
piece may be a battle on the very stairs of the house 
of worship, one faction trying to oust the other, and 
both suffering in the encounter. On such occasions 
it is the women who are most aggressive. They. 
plunge into the fray like Amazons, and woe betide . 
the husband or sweetheart who shows himself at 
all weakkneed in entering the fight. 

Connected with the churches are the parochial 
schools, more popular with the people of the district 
than the city’s public schools. The influence of the 
priest of the neighborhood upon the young people 
is excellent. His position as religious controller of 
the parents gives him more power in the eyes of the 
children than any public school teacher could hope 
to have. Consequently the parents like to have their 
children under his tutelage. But there is no lack of 
public schools, nor attendance at the same. The dis- 
trict has the largest school attendance for its size in 
the city.

The turning societies form another feature. 
Everybody belongs to the turners here. The member- 
ship is not confined to men and boys. Girls and wom- 
en likewise attend the turn schools and classes, and 
the effect of much exercise is apparent in the strong, 
well developed bodies of both sexes as one sees them 
on the street. Never an anaemic race, the Bohemians 
have helped nature and through their exercises made 
themselves one of the ablest nations, physically 
speaking, in the world. They take their turning as 
they take their religion—seriously. 

The acience of developing the body is not here 
followed in the gentle, dilettante fashion that prevails 
among people of less sturdy traditions, Toe “go to 
turners " means something besides going through a 
few easy calisthenics. The ability of the young men 
as turners is a matter of common knowledge, but not 
far behind them are the girls, whose feats are dis- 
turbing to the onlooker unaccustomed to seeing 
young women indulge in “death defying leaps,” etc., 
outside of circuses. Festivals are plentiful among the 
turners. Parades of a thousand marchers, of which 
the rest of the city knows nothing, are common, the 
Bohemian love for display and color evident in the 
gaudy unifonma, sashes, and regdlia. And music there 
is alwaye. 

The quaint spirit of companionship which pre- 
vails is better understood by the outsider after hav- 
i th shed the young people at turning school.
